WILL THE STRIKERS ACCEPT 7? 


The Governor of Ponnaylvania Exprosson 
tho Opinion That Should the Miners 
Agree to This Proposition the 
Gront Conl Strike Will 
Bo Ended. 


Harnispuna, Pa, May 80.—Last night 
J. L. Mitchell, of Tyrouo, Edward J.ber- 


wind, of New York, and J. C, Scott, of 
Philadelphia, all large coal operators, 
called on Governor Pattison and had a 


consultation that lasted until almost mid- 
night. Atthe close the governor made 
public to the newspaper men a telegraia 
that he bad written to James White, one 
of tho strike lenders in the Cloatfield 
rogion, and which he said embodied the 
result of the conference, It {s a8 followa: 

To James White, Houtzdale, Pa.—After 
4 conference with the operators of Central 
Pennsylvania, I find they ure willing and 
offer to pay the highest wages paid in 
competitive districts in the United States, 
and to conduct their business with the 
miners of Ponnsylvaunia on that basis, — 
Ropert E. Pattison. 

Tho Governor considers this a conces- 
sion because it really is all the operators 
can pay aud compete with those in the 
same business who sbip to the same points, 
He said the operators were in a friendly 
mood and very anxious to havo a settlo- 
ment, Should the miners agree to the 
proposition the strike will be broken, 

Cumprrtanp, Md., May 80.—Several of 
the strike leaders have admitted that the 
miners were weakening, and that the 
majority of them would probably go to 
work this week at the old rates. “A call 
has been issued for a meeting of miners to 
appoint acominittes to mect the operatora 
and endeavor to effect a settlement. The 
Maryland miners are thoroughly dis- 
couraged at the ontlook and disgusted with 
the officials of the miners’ union, who in- 
duced them to strike by promising that 
they would not be kept out longer than a 
few days.

The ukave has struck the ontire official 
world of Russia with consternation, It 
doprives all the Ministers, Governors and 
other high dignitaries of the power they 
have bitherto freely exercised of appoint- 
ing and dismissing their official subordi- 
nates of all classes, and establishes, under 
the Czar's direct suporvision, the special 
committee of control which existed a fow 
yeara under Czar Nicholas, After Novem- 
ber 18 questions of appointments and dis- 
miseals must be referred to that committes, 
It is not known what really caused the 
issue of the nkase, but it is rumored that 
it is in connection with the recent arrests 
of many minor officials in different de- 
partments. It is also reported that the 
ministers were greatly perturbed when 
informed that the ukase had been issued.

FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Two Toronto Men Lose Their Lives on a 
G. T. R. Crossing. 


Brantrorp, May 30.—Yesterday No. 61,

Smith, of 
Toronto, aged about 60 years, aud fatally 
injured his son, aged about 20, Mr.

BRITAIN AND THE STATES. 


The United States Adminstration Con 
femptuons of Tis 0 


Another matter out of which differences 
might have arisen between Great Britain 
and the United States has been amicably 
settled. This is the question of the 
Mosquito Reservation. The native chief of 
that country, deposed and supplanted by 
Nicaraguan authority, has been restored by 
the joint action of these two powers. The THE ARTIPIGIAL JOINT. FITTED; 
home rule of the Reservation, as maintained 
under British protection for more than a 
century, and as secured to the Reservation 
by the treaty under which it was ceded to 
Nicaragua, is thus restored. The concur- 
rence of the Uuited States in its restora- 
tion would scarcely have been so full and 
hearty had it not been for the demand of 
an influential colony of its own people in 


the Reservation, These proteated vehe- 
mently against the country’s autonomy 
being taken away by Nicaragua, and had 
welcomed British interference. British 
interference was not grateful to the United 
States, however, and that country was 
prone to uphold the claims of Nicaragua to 
establish what laws it wished in the Reser- 
vation. But it finally agreed to the settle- 
ment that was most advantageous to its 
own subjects in the country. In this and 
other foreign affairs the present Adminis- 
tration in the United States has shown itself 
contemptuous of that section of its own 
party press which indulges on every 
opportunity in so much ollensive bluster 
against everything British. That press 
has done all itean to make the settlement 
of international-questions between Britain 
and theStatesdiffioult. Atevery stage of the 
Behring Sea negotiations it endeavored to 
make trouble and create suspicion, When 
the best of feeling and mutual confidence 
existed between the wo countries, its 
malice was constantly buey trying to stir 
up the worst elements in human nature and 
in the populace to some manifestation of 
dislike to Britain. It failed, however, to 
create a public opinion that commanded the 
respect of the President. The Behring 
Sea question was brought to a friendly 
settlement, so has been the Mosquito const 
question, and the Samoan question will 
probably be also disposed of without much 
deference to the organs of the rabble. The 
uncivil, quarrelsome, snarling tone of the 
Anglophobic press seems unable to affect 
the course of diplomacy. At all events, 
Mr, Bayard, the United States Ambassador 
to Great Britain, is unaffected by it. The 
banquet to be given next Thursday, in 
London, in honor of the United States 
orniser, Chicago, is an evidence of interna- 
tional courtesy which shows that the nows- 
papers in question do not greatly influence 
the relations between the two coun tries,

Mr. Sager next apoke on the subject o: 
“Commercial Arithmetic.” He held Ree 
tical education is necessary in the battle of 
life aud that a knowledge of account-keep- 
ing should be given in the Pablic School on 
aceount of the following benetits to pupils: 

1. It fits pupils for service in the employ 
of others. 

2. It puts pupils on their guard against 
awindlen, ete. 

3. It is a device for saving time and labor. 

4, It enables pupils to know their stand: 
ing with the world, 

5. It trains pupils to be neat, accurate 
and honest. 

6 It affords an opportunity of teaching 
industry, promptness, soverance, civility, 
and economy ; also business correspondence 
and responsibility for what is signed, 

The manner of teaching the use of the 
Cash Book to the Second class was illus- 
trated on the blackboard. 

Mr. Houston was then called upon to dis- 
cuss “Composition.” He dealt with the 
nature of the subject, the imitation of our 
mother tongue and the conventi forms 
of language. Training in the use of Jan- 
guage should include pronunciation, spelling, 
punctuation, diction, etc. Objects to be 
attained are general culture, practical use 
fulness and the avoidance of ridicule, 
Thought is more important than form and 
invention more important than style, Oral 
composition should receive regular attention 
Pupils should read their own essays and 
criticise so that they may be led to correct 
their own errors and develop a standard of 
correctness. 

The evening session was held in the 
lecture room of the Presbyterian church. 
Mr. Houston delivered an address upon ‘St 
Agnes’ Eve and Sir Galahad,” two selections 
froin Tennyson, 

Friday's session began with Mr, Snell 
dealing with the subject, ‘ Vertical Writ- 
ing.” The advantages over Spencerian or 
Slant writing were adduced, less time and 
space required, easier to do, more natural, 
more useful, ete. 

Mr. Houston was next called upon and 
continued the subject of Composition, after 
which followed Mr. Mackintosh’s subject, 
“Mental Arithmetic.” Mr. Mackintosh 
claimed that it was one of the best means of 
intellectual training and gave it credit for 
the superiority of the German schools. By 
it, more work can be done, more questions 
can be solved, reasons can be given, expert- 
neas can be attained and expression of 
thought can be attended to, Mental arith- 
metic should come first, central, and last, 
and be taught in all the classes, 

Mr Houston next discussed ‘Grammar, 
Philology, Rhetoric, and Prosody and their 
relation to Composition.” Throughout his 
remarks Mr. Houston strongly advocated 
the thorough preparation of the pupils for 
the active duties of life rather than for the 
mere passing of examinations. 

Mr. A. F, Wood, M P.P., being called 
upon gave an interesting address compli- 
menting Mr. Houston on the practical value 
of his work and encouraging the Inspectors 
and teachers in their efforts. 

A hearty vote of thanks was tendered 
Mr. Houston for his valuable assistance. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Mackintosh 
resumed the subject of Arithmetic. He 
stated the benefit of Arithmetic is its use- 
fulness in developing reasoning, expression, 
and calculation, and in promoting culture. 

Mr. Johnston, P.S.I., South Hastings, 
was obliged to leave during Mr. Mackin- 
tosh’s remarks, but before doing so he ad- 
dressed. the Association briefly. He em- 
phasized the importance of Mental Arith- 
metic, referred to the, almost inaudible 
answers of many pupils and asked teachers 
to deal with the difficulty. 

The session was a very successful one 
over eighty teachers being in attendance.

The 
people will have to live a year without carn 
ing. ‘The floods would seem to have not only

to have done damage in the narrow moun 
tain gorge further up, ‘This disastor comes 
just at a time when the Province of British 
Columbia was at its wits’ end, any way, 
financially, and will give to business the 
‘coup de grace,’ affording, doubtless, to 
many the excuse they needed for giving up 
the fight to pay their debts.

OUTRAGES BY STRIKERS. 


Five Thousand Attuck the Mon of the 
[National Tube Worka. 

MoKxxsvont, Pa, Jane 6.—The expoct- 
ed trouble at the National Tube Works 
has ooourred. A mob of five thousand! 
strikers broke down the entrance to the 
mill yard and drove tho workmen employ- 
od in tho various departmonts out of the 
plant. As the men wore driven out of the 
works they were surrounded by another 
mob of strikers on the outside and beaten 
with clnbs and chased through the central 
part of the city, Several welders crossed 
the Monoghvla river, They were puraued 
by the strikers down the river One of 
the men was caught and severely stabbed 
by his pursuers, His condition ia critical, 

The strikers intended to Intercept the 
mon when they caine out of the works at 
six o'clock and tty aud induce them to join 
their rauks, The officials of the company 
anticipated a move of this kind and had u 
dining-room erected in the works where 
the men at work could get their meals 
without leaving the place, A foreigner 
came out of the shops shortly after six 
o'clock. He was halted by the strikers, 
The man drew a knife, and in an instant 
at least twenty strikers jumped on him 
and would have killed him but tor the in- 
terference of police officers. 

The mob broke into the mill, Charlos 
Manlin and Joo Koberky, two of the mon 
beaten by the mob, sre maimed for life 
and internally injnred, Conncilman 
Watson was mistaken for one of the non- 
union men and was badly beaten by the 
strikers, The mob stopped a street car 
and took off aman, who also received a 
severe drubbing. No one was killed, but 
many of the non-union workers had nar- 
Tow escapes at the hands of the angry mob.

C. P. R. Snbseribes One Thousand 
Dollars to Relieve the Distress. 


THE OUTLOOK A GLOOMY ONE

Vancouver, Jnne 8, via San Franclsco, 
Jone 5,—'ho old settlers say by observa- 
tion of suow upon the monutains that if 
the weathor continues hot the Fraser wll{ 
riso twelve inches higher, ‘This will mean 
another series of great calamities, The 
surmise as to the possible damage oo- 
ct by the floods have beon real- 

zed, 

The flood-bound passenzers, who wero 
detained onst of the break for ten days, 
havo beon brought to Vancouver by the 
ferry and by train, Thoy are a sun-burut 
weary lot, but they are full of marvellous 
tales of the terrible floods. Their stories 
suggost that not one-half of the wholesale 
devastation has been chronicled. ‘here 
Were sole hewspaper men among the be- 
nighted travellers, and they issued anews- 
paper called the Glenwilliam Hustler, 
printed on note paper aud scraps of wrap- 
ping paper. This periodical gave accurate 
accounts of the flood and the disasters of 
Ruby creek. Somo of those were of the 
most startling nature. One of the news- 
papers contained o complimentary ad 
dress to the railroad officials, and signed 
by overy paseounse on board the train. 

The following information was gained 
from some of the huudred and fifty de- 
tained pussengers: 

At Kvuotenay, all the lowlands are inun- 
dated by the rising of Kootenay and 
ColumbJa rivers, The distress among the 
formers is very great. Donner’s ferry is 
inuuduted und the water is rising very 
fast. The Robinson aud Nelson branches 
of the Canadian Facific are almost washed 
away. ‘The workmen at Roby creek 
found floating in the river,” says one

CREATED A SCENE. 


Disgraceful Row in the Italian Chamber 
of Deputies. 

Rome, June 6,—The debste in the 
Chamber of Deputies was remurkable for 
its bitterness, Luigi Diligenti, Radical, 
delivered a long tirade against Felice Ga- 
yalotti, extreme Radical At the close of 
his speech he turned toward Gavalotti and, 
shaking his fist at him, shouted: *‘ You 
dishonored yourself 4y a dishonest alliance 
with Giolitti.” Gavalotti sprang to his 
feet, and, white with rage, called back: 
‘You coward and liar you should suffer 
for those words.” 

Gavalotti’s friends tried to restrain him, 
but he broke away from them, caught 
Diligenti by the waistcoat and strack him 
three heavy open hand blows iu the face. 
Adozen deputies threw themselves between 
the twomen. A hundred more gathered 
around shonting for order or reviling each 
other. The uproar drowned the voice of 
the deputy who had ascended the tribune, 
The president's efforts to calm the mem- 
bers were unheeded; so after ten minutes 
of uninterrupted din the sitting was ad- 
journed. 


EXPLOSION IN A LAUNDRY. 


Six Employes Killed and Several Severe- 
ly Injured. 


PortLanD, Ore., June 6,—Six people 
were killed, one fatally and three seriously 
scalded by an explosion which occurred in 
a laundry here yesterday. The high water 
caused the gas company to shut down, 
forcing the Troy steam laundry to find 
other means to operate its irons. A gaso- 
line generator was put in and yesterday it 
exploded. Tho building is a mass of 
smouldering ruins and six employes are 
dead, three are in the hospital severely 
injured and the proprietor, J. B. Hender- 
won is fatally burned. The dead and in- 
jared employes are Chinamen. Those in 
the hospital escaped by jumping from 
from windows, and in addition to being 
burned have broken legs or arms,

Bay of Quinte Conference, 


The Bay of Quinte Conference met at 
Peterboro' on Wednesday of last week. The 
first day was a ministorial session, and the 
same day the laymen held a convention 
On Thursday morning the election of Presi- 
dent took place, when\the Rev, S. J. Shorey 
was elected by a large Snajority. 

On Thursday afternoon, charges against 
two ministers were investigated, One was 
Rev. H. Magaby, a probationer, who had 
married and left bis charge. His name was 
dropped from the roll. The other charge 
was preferred against Rev. J. C. Ash, who 
was accused of improper conduct, He was 
deposed from the ministry. 

The statistical report of the Bay of 
Quinte Conference showed an increase in 
membersbip of 1,281, making a total of 
38,832, There was a decrease in the finan: 
cial receipts. The total decrease in contri- 
butions. to connexional funda was 8!,103,29. 
The decrease in general contributions was 
$33,285, last year’s amount being $248, 945,- 
430. The total value of church property 
was $1,495,371. ‘There were 452 churches 
and 140 parsonages in Conference bounds, 
The average salary of ministers was $664.17, 
a decrease of $12.23,

Dear S1r,—I notice by a report in the 
Toronto papers that at a mecting of the Re- 
formers of Stirling and Rawdon held on 
Friday evening last it was resolved to sup-

The Cost of Keeping a Cow. 
\ The question of tho cost of keeping a cow 
is frequently asked, How many cows can 
bekepton an acre of pasture, eto? Of 
Course these things depend so much upon 
circumstances that only an approximate 
eatimate oan be arrived at, The amount 
of food ngcesaary and the amount of dairy 
product which it is possible to obtain from 
it is problematical and dopendent upon 
varying conditions, 

Arecent experiment of ¢ 
‘amount of food necessary to support & miloh 
cow is un interesting one, There were ten 
cows in the trial, and each was fed a ration 
consisting of eight pounda grain and twelve 
Sntay at the beginning and which 
was gradually increased until it reached 
nineteen pounds grain and twonty-soven 
pounds hay, when by easy stages it was 
decreased to the original amount. Daring 
the period that the experiment covered 
note was kept of the coat of food consumed 
by each cow, together with hor milk yield 

and its butter value,astletormined by chem= 

joal teat, The cheapest ration cost 18. 

cents per day, and gave an average profit 

of 7.7 conts per cow per day. An increase 

of 2.9 conts per day in the cost of tho ration 

gave 9,3 cents as the daily profit por cow. 
A further increase of daily coat of ration 
to 25.1 cents yielded a smaller profit than 
the cheapest ration, asit reduced tho gain 
to 5.9 cents per cow per day. The infer- 
ence from this phase of the experiment 
is, in the opinion of the station, that there 
is a medium ration on which cows thrive 
best, and further that it ia one that 
dairymen rarely attain. The cause for 
the latter condition is owing to the tend- 
e@icy to underfeed rather than overfeed, 
‘Lhe experiment clearly indicates the great 
difference that exists in cows ad regards re~ 
su't, Siome responded immediately to in- 

c-eased quantity of food givon, while others 

were tardy in showing any improvement in 
- milk yield, and then only in insignificant 
amount, the variations in this particular 
being (from 22 cents to 24 cents for the 
same period, Tho lesson of the experiment, 
a3 we comprehend it, is that « careful 
study of each member of a herd id essentially 
necessary if the largest possible profit is to 
follow, One of the cows in this trial would, 
on the basis of her performance, furnish o 
van profit of $61.50 other but $31.50 
for the same period, while still another 
would only yield a gain of $14.70 in a year. 
All these cows would farnish aliout the 
same quantity of milk and butter yearly, 
bat varied in a marked degree in the coat 
of food necessary for its production, An 
illustration is furnished by the cow credited 
with the larger profit. Assuming that she 
isin milk 300 days in each year, and that 
her profit making period covera six years, 
her earnings during that time will equal 
ten per cent, compound interest on an 
investment of $208, The smaller profiv 
cow under corresponding conditions, and 
for an equal period, will only yield ao large

Gathering Butter. 

Oftentimes both the farmer's wife and 
professional dairymen experience consider- 
able trouble in gathering the butter into a 
solid mass, even after it appears in the 
churn inamall granules and floats about in 
the Lattermilk. The usual plan is to mani- 
jaiilate with the dash until the butter can 
be removed from the churn in a more or leas 
compact form.

PRODUCTIONS OF AUSTRALIA, 


Victoria's Rich Soll Renders Her Produc- 
tions Abundant and Varied, 

The system of farming carried on in 
Victoria stands in need ot improvement, 
as the majority of men upon the land 
have not been trained as farmers, the 
tendency of these settlers being to confine 
their attention to growing a single species 
of grain, Victoria’s rich soil and genial 
climate tender her productions abundant 
and varied, It must always be remember- 


ed that the average of the whole colony is 
always lower than the results actually ob- 
tained by men who are trained farmers and 
understand their business. Such men will 
obtain from thirty-five to forty-five bushels 
of wheat, oateand barley per acre in d 
tricta where thé general average is not 
more than fifteen to twenty bushels per 
acre, With potatoes, mangels, beets, and 
peas, the same difference is observed be- 
tween land under proper cultivation and 
farming of rough and ready type. The 
statistics of the harvest for 1890 ie that 
the colony produced 11,495,720 bushels of 
Wheat, 5,644,867 bushels of oats, 1,831,132 
bushels of barley, 157,104 tons of potatoes, 
666,385 tons of hay 4,111 tons of beets, 11, 
800 dozen of cabbages, 54,547 bushels of 
Grass and clover seeds, 639,632 pounds of 
hops, 357,047 bushels of maize, 15,604 tons 
of mangelwurzel, 10,815 tons of onions, 
528,074§bushels of peas and beans, 1,251 
vons of poe 3,337 owt. of rasp- 
berries, 16,707 bushels of rye, 4,123 owt. 
of tobacco, 1,578,590 gallons of wine, 
and 5,285 gallons of brandy, besides 
smaller quantities of amber cane, 
broom millet, chicory, gooseberries, thous- 
and headed kale, olives, opium, oranges, 
rhubarb and tomatoes (6,914 cwt.), In 
addition there was the produce of 29,243 
acres of orchards, 155,596 acres cultivated 
for green forage, and 569,424 owt. of grapes 
not made into wine, The standard weight 
of cropsin Victoria.is reckoned to be sixty 
pounds to the bushel for wheat, forty 
pounds for oats, fifty pounds for barley,and 
lifty-six pounds for maize.

The plague, which ia described by medical 
men as almost exactly similar in appearance 
and symptoms to ‘the great plague of 
London,” which devastated that city in 
1665, was noticed first in Canton about the 
end of April, prior to which date there had 
been « period of prolonged drought, writes 
a correspondent, 


Tho first sign observed was the appoar- 
ance of thousands of rats, swollen and ovid- 
ontly dying crawling up fromthe opon sewers 
and the housesof thatabominably filthy city. 
‘Chose vermin are invariably the precursors 
of all auch visitations in Southern China, 
and every yoar they give notice of the 
appearance of tho plague in Pakhol, where 
it appears to be almost endomie, Tho dis- 
ease is of a bubonic character, with pur- 
plich or black swellings in the glandular 
regions, in the groin, armpit, under the 
knees and in the neck, accompained by 
terrific fever, the temperature going at a 
bound up to 105 and over 106, It is 

FPRIGHTPULLY RAPID 
Tn its course, Purging diarrhma at once 
seta in, and a state of delirium, followed 
by coma, is reached in three or four hours 
in bad cases, death ensuing and the body 
turning black, putrid and swollen to thrice 
its size in the course of 12 to 24 hours. 
Very strong men have resisted the attack 
for two days and then succumbed, but as 
many as SO per cent. of those attacked in 
Canton died in one day. Those who held 
out for three or tour days generally recov- 
ered, but they were very fow. Six thou: 
sand fatal cases are known to have occur- 
red in one district in Canton—in the old 
Mohammedan quarter of the city—within 
a week, these figures being checked by the 
number of coflins given out for the burial 
of the dead by one charitable institution. 

A foreign missionary resident in Canton 
made syatematio inquiries, which he avers 
show that up to the 8th inst, at least 60,000 
people have been carried off. All the im- 
mense business of the city was at a stand, 
still, and the inhabitants who could do so 
were Heeing into the country, while those 
who remained were endeavoring tu stay the 
progress of the terror by the most extrava’ 
gant ‘joss pidgin,” or worship of their 
idols, vain rites in whioh the highest officers

The Income Tax in England. 
An English writer gives some account of 
the operation of the income tax in England, 
English people have boon paying this tax 
now for two generations and have ceased to 
question its justice or the propriety of the 
methods by which it is naseased, The 
charge that it is inquisitorial, says the 
writer, Mr, Edward Porritt, is regarded as 
purely sentimental and baseless. The tax- 
payors ‘have absolute confidence in the 
good faith of the local commissioners for the 
income tax and in that of the assessors and 
coll and they know that the 
secrets of their offices are as well kept as 
those of the confessional,”

The rate of the 
Hnglish income tax has varied greatly from 
the time of its first establishment in 1842, 
when it was 7 pence in the pound, Its 
highest point was during the Crimean war, 
when it touched 1 shilling and 4 pence in 
the pound, To-dayit is at the original 
figure of 7 pence, which is equivalent to 
about 3 percent. Incomes aggregating 
about £600,000,000 are taxed eel the 
revenue produced amounts to about £14,- 
000,000, or abaut $70,000,000, The amoupt 
of friction in the collection of this huge 
sim is comparatively slight and cases are 
seldom taken into the courts. Summing 
up the writer says: 

The income tax, as it is levied in Eng- 
laud, is a comparatively easy one to collect,

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


More Than a Noble Tithe Necessary for 
Membership. 

Contrary to the widespread and very 
general impression, thé English House of 
Lords is in no sense of the word the here 
ditary chamber,as it is so frequently styled, 
It is not the fact of his birth that gives any 
legal title toa nobleman toa seat in the 
House of Lords, but the summons of the 
sovereign, and noone who succeeds to & 
peerage can demand a place or 4 vote in 
the Upper House antil summoned by the 
sovereign, It would, therefore, be far more 
correct to describe it as the chamber of 
sovercign’s delegates than that of hereditary 
legislators, 

My readers will understand from thi 
that the inheritance of peerage does not 
ipso facto employ taking # seat in the Houso 
of Lords by the eldest son or legal heir or 
any member of the gilded chamber, but the 
by right of birth he is entitled to ® aum 
mons from the sovereign to become @ ‘there 


summons is not at all obligatory upon the 


ruler, 

Phe Queen can summon anybody that 
she ploases to sit in the House of Lords, 
and no one can dispute her right, wherer, 
sho cannot appoint a single individual to 
sit in the House of Commons, that being 
essentially the people's chamber, The sov- 
ereigu may omit to summon @ suocessOr to 
adukedom, an earldom or & marquisate 
without contravening any requirement of 

British constitution, 

eee Lords have all along been anxious 
to make believe that they sit by right of 
birth, and during the present reign even 
entered into controversy with the Queen on 
that point. Justice Parke, of the Queen’ 
Benoh, was acoorded A life pee age under 
tho title of Lord Wonsley but the 
Lords, in the face of the fact that there was 
not a man among them entitled to a soat in 
the Houne, except by favor of the Queen, 
actually refused at firstte lot Lord Wonsley- 
dalo sit among them because he was only « 
life Poor, Fortunately, the Crown did not 
give way,and there are now @ large number 
of life Poors ocoupying seats’ in the Upper 
Chamber, whore poorage will not descend 
to their oldest sons upon their death, 

It was only the othor day that one of the 
moat distinguished of them, Lord Bowen, 
died, and his eldest son inherited not hie 
title as Lord, but merely & baronetey poa- 
wensed by fathor provious to his being 
oreatod a life Peer. 

I may state in conclusion, therefore, that 
whon o Peer renders bimeelf guilty of avy 
infraction of tho law of the land, or other: 
wiso misconducts himaelf pecaetl to ao- 
coding to the title, it is entirely int hands 
of thesoveroign to refrain from summoning 
him to the upper house to take hie place 
among the hereditary legislators,

novelties, and then when they have fully 
inspected his stock, got a general idea of 
what thoy ought to buy, they send for 
samples from ‘the city,” and finally order 
from there, 

We do not proclaim that “to the local 
victor belong the apoils,” but we do main: 
tain that the people of a town are following 
their own best interests when they patronize 
their home trade, Every store in a town 
pays a certain amount of rent, tuxe: as 
bills, ete., and the wages of employcer and 
employee will amount to a snug sum every 
year, Another store and one or two houses 
occupied means less taxes on other property, 
Another store occupied and competing for 
trade means an increased number of visitors, 
rural and io, and an increased circulation 
of money in this and a dozen different waya. 
The merchants of a town are its backbone 
Take fhem out of any town and in three 
monthe it will bo as dead as the proverbial 
“door nail.” They are the sap of the town, 
and give it activity and life, One live mer- 
chant is worth ninety-nine retired furmer 
Merchants talk up the town; they draw 
manufacturers into it; they draw residents ; 
they invest money in it; they help it in a
